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The comments by 
Andrew Dettre In last 
week's “Soccer Action’’ 
about the PSL's limitation 
on transfer fees, were at 
best illogical. 

Dettre argued that transfer 
fee limits had not worked 
Overseas and could not work in 
Australia. 

The alternative would be to 
leave transfer fees unrestric- 
ted as they are now, and there- 
fore to leave the problem un- 
solved. 

That would result in trans- 
fer fees skyrocketing as they 
have in England and Europe. 

Putting a limit on transfers 
would not solve the problem 
completely, for as Dettre says, 
deals always are possible ‘“‘un- 
der the table.”’ 

However, consider the 
example of a club slapping a 
$50,000 transfer fee on a player 
and effectively putting that 
Player out of the game. 

That, surely, is not desir- 
able. 

By putting limits on transfer 
fees, we are making it more 
difficult for clubs to exploit 
players and in some instances, 
we are preventing players 
from being put out of soccer 
altogether. 

No solution is perfect, but 
we must make an effort, and 
the step we have taken is a po- 
sitive, and I am sure, an effec- 
tive one. 

Dettre also criticised the 
PSL heavily over things like 
“ack of direction, an ad-hoc 
competition with hazy guide- 
lines, and rash, often emotio- 
nal and Irrational ineptitude. 

Let's look at the real pictu- 
re. The PSL now is in its sixth 
year and in spite of the knock- 
ers and the adverse publicity, 
the PSL remains the only 
worthwhile soccer com- 
petition in Australia, the only 
one that draws crowds of any 
significance. 


We have managed to survive 
a difficult year in which 
Philips Industries reduced 
their sponsorship by 50 per 
cent and the national team’s 
World Cup campaign ended in 
absolute disaster — not by any 
action of the PSL but rather 
because of decisions made by 
those people entrusted with 
directing the destiny of the 
sport in Australia. 

In spite of all that, we have 
managed to bring our financial 
situation under control be- 
cause the clubs were willing to 
make tremendous sacrifices 
during the off-season to meet 
thelr commitments. Andrew 
Dettre should look to the de- 
dication of these people rather 
than criticising them,

The Australian Soccer Federation plans to run a repeat 
of the 1981 World Youth Championships in November. 

And the Victorian and New Zealand soccer federations have 
Joined forces to sponsor the tour of English giant Manchester 


City. 

The ASF decided at an executive 
meeting at the weekend to invite the 
most popular of the 16 nations which 
competed in the championships last 
year to return for a series against 
Australia. 

The Australian team would comprise 
a mixture of youth players and the 
younger members of the senior national 
team. 

It would be the first step towards 
building a new national team for the 1985 
World Cup qualifying games, and it 
would help national coach Les Scheinf- 
lug prepare for the next world youth 
championships. 

Scheinflug was appointed at the week- 
end on a full-time basis for two years. 

The ASF’s decision to promote an 
international tournament was prompted 
by the success of the youth 
championships won by West Germany 
last year. 

Manchester City, currently fourth in 
the First Division, wiil play Victurta 
under lights at Olympic Park on June 2,

Gueensland crisis 
a lesson to PSL 








By RICKY ROSSO 

The utopian Queensland State League has been rest- 
ructured because Mt. Gravatt, Easts and Grange Thistle 
found it financially impossible to carry on. 

Easts and Thistles could not even vote at a recent QSF meeting because 


they were unfinancial members. 


They claimed the rising travel costs were 
forcing them out and they had been pushed 
further into trouble because success costs 
money - and the three teams were the most 
successful in the past three years of the com- 
petition. With the exception of the poker-ma- 
chine - backed Sydney clubs this in most cases 
proves right for Philips League clubs. A per- 
fect example is last year’s Philips Cup winner 
Brisbane Lions. 


To bring the Cup back to Queensland last 
season resulted in an $8000 loss for the cam- 


paign. 

The three clubs proposed that each team 
pays its own travel costs as under the present 
system they felt they were subsiding the coun- 
try clubs who flew twice as much as the City 
teams. 


Ironically after they were kicked out, the 
*QSF adopted the proposal - so the City teams 
will now pay slightly under $7000 and Towns- 
ville about $28,000. 

Is it only a matter of time before the Mel- 
bourne and Sydney PSL clubs ask the Brisbane 
and Adelaide sides to do the same? 


That remains to be seen but the real indic- 
ator for the Philips League in the Queensland 
situation is the open admission by official Ian 
Brusasco that, without a sponsor, the concept 
of a statewide league could not go on. 

Air fares had risen to a stage where they 
had outstripped even the best fund-raising 
schemes. 

Regionalisation of the State League was 
almost inevitable next year, the President 
said. 

Brusasco proposed a Northern, Central and 
Southern League and a State League final 
series between the top teams. Everyone is 
Saying it would be a retrograde step but things 
have happened too quickly for long-range 
plans to be made. 

Without the constant competition from the 
stronger Brisbane teams, country soccer will 
lapse back to its old standards. 

So too would some teams in the Philips 
League if it weren't for regular matches 
against the South Melbournes and Sydney 
Citys in the national competition. 

Whether a similar situation to what has hap- 
pend in Queensland could develop with the 
Philips League would be debateable. But last

Sydney clubs wanting a centralisea com- 
petition, does have parallels with the State 
League rebels wanting to return to the Bris- 
bane First Division. 

The funny thing about the controversial re- 
structuring of the Queensland State League is 
that no-one réally believed it was true. 

Philips League clubs Brisbane City and 
Lions didn’t believe they would be allowed to 
participate this year after trying unsuccess- 
fully for two years and few were willing to 
accept that the QSF would really go ahead 
without last year’s top three clubs, Mount 
Gravatt, Eastern Suburbs and Grange Thistle. 

With the scheduled start of the season only 
about four weeks away QSF President Ian 
Brusasco is putting on a “‘everything is finally 
all right’’ face but the three banished clubs 
are planning appeals and legal action and 
every other club from First to Sixth Division 
are still unsure where they actually will play. 

At a heated meeting the QSF constitution 
went by the board and the 10 State League 
clubs were named-as Townsvile United, 
Capricornia (Rockhampton), Acros the Waves 
(Bundaberg), Nambour Reds, Ipswich Uniied, 
Twin Towns (Gold Coast), Trident Valleys, 
Olympic, Brisbane City and Lions. 

Mount Gravatt, Easts and Thistles were 
banished to the South-East Queensland Lea- 
gue, a non-competition for reserve sides that 
has no promotion or relegation, while Twin 
Towns, which also withdrew, was invited back 
and last year’s State Leaguers Mareeba and 
Wynnum were kicked out altogether. 

A motion to get City and Lions into the State 
League was overwhelmingly defeated at the 
QSF annual genera! meeting only two months 
ago but after extensive lobbying from all quar- 
ters, a resoution came from the floor that 
there were extenuating circumstances and the 
constitution should be over-ruled to find a 

solution to the ‘‘deadlock’’. 

City and Lions left the meeting laughing, 
and rightly so because their reserve sides will 
be in the next best league in the State, while 
the three “‘rebels’’ stormed out claiming the 
whole meeting was unconstitutional and deci- 
sions had been railroaded through. 

While the controversy has had far-reaching 
effects for Queensland soccer, particularly its 
image in the eyes of the non-soccer following 
public, there could be lessons to learn for the 
other states ad even the Philips League.

Its first-up win against arch- 
rival Marconi was an encour- 
aging sign for success-starved 
APIA supporters who have 
lived in the shadow of Marconi 
in recent years 

APIA’s last sniff of success 
was in the old NSW State 
League way back in 1975/76. 

Since that time beginning 
with its refusal to join the 
Philips League for financial 
reasons, the club fell into total 
decline. 

It took a merger with the now 
defunct Western Suburbs and a

1 experienced APIA’s 
apathy when I took over for 
three and a half months as 
caretaker coach in the second 
half of the 1978 season.

This from the mighty club 
which, along with Hakoah and 
St George, had dominated 
NSW soccer in the 60s and 
early 70s, drawing full houses 
to the tiny Lambert Park 
ground at Leichhardt. 


OF OLD? 


In 1979 the appointment of a 
full-time Scottish born coach 
in the well-credentialied Jim 
Adam heralded a belated ap-

Nicolaides was called 
into a training camp in Sydney to prepare for the youth team’s 
game against Australia ‘B’, a curtain raiser to the clash between 
the senior Socceroos and Czechs. 

The youngster carried a niggling back strain with him to camp, 
aggravated it cueing training and although selected, was unfit to 
play. Nonetheless Gutendorf congratulated Nicolaides on being 
one of the 22 youths picked for the pending tour of Noumea.

One must seriously question the rationale 
for continuing with the NSW Ampol Cup In Its 
present composition and format. 


There now have been a large 
number of double headers with 
entertaining encounters as 
rare as white crows. 

This is reflected in the 
minute size of the crowds at 
most venues. 

Summed up, the income is 
minimal, the competitive 
value to the teams — with PSL 
sides mostly using the games 
as trial matches — virtually 
zero and the media exposure 
for the sport and the sponsors 
usually confined to a few lines 
in the classified results sec- 
tions. 

However, in spite of all this, 
the Cup grinds on relentlessly 
with too many teams of weak 
quality, in round robin groups 
of interminable length. 

There are realistic alterna- 
tive options, for instance: 

e Restricting the number of 
teams to the top eight or 16 (in- 
cluding PSL clubs); 

e Dispensing with the 
present cumbersome system 
and reverting to the long aban- 
doned direct knock-out met- 
hod; and 

e Playing all matches under 
lights, on week nights. 

These simple measures im- 
mediately would lift the quali- 
ty of the competition, infuse it 
with the excitement of real 
Cup football which was the 
hallmark of the Ampol Cup in 
its early years and avoid 
clashes with PSL fixtures on 
the weekends. 

Failing some action on these 
or similar lines, the Ampol 
Cup will continue to be a 
soccer backwater, watched by 
a handful of girlfriends and 
wives on most occasions, pro- 
ducing football of a quality 
which does not justify the $4 
entrance fee.

For it is just over a 
year since the Welshman 
was informed his playing 
days were almost 
certainly over, destroyed 
by a series of cruel in- 
juries. 

Born in Connah's 
Quay, North Wales, he 
joined the region’s only 
professional outfit, 
Wrexham, in 1972 and 
made his first team 
debut in September of 
that year. Instantly look- 
ing the part, Smallman 
scored ll goals from 3 
appearances during that 
season and was rewar- 
ded with the first of five 
under - 23 caps. 

Additional inter- 
national experience 
came in the European 
Cup Winners’ Cup when 
the gallant Third Divi- 
sion side bowed only to 
Yugoslav giant Hajduk 
Split on the away goal ru- 
ling. 

Wrexham’s Cup-fight- 
ing qualities were dis- 
played further the fol- 
lowing year it when it ad- 
vanced to the quarter 
finals of the F.A. Cup 
for the first time in its 
history. Crystal Palace, 
Middlesbrough and =| 
Southampton all were (70 
beaten in the process, 
and Smallman scored in 
each game! 

The quicksilver striker 
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Former Everton star David Smaliman 
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— soon 
champion Ajax. 
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was called up for senior 
international duty and 
took the field as substi- 
tute against England. He 
was to represent the 
‘‘Red Dragons”’ six more 
times. 

A $140,000 transfer 
took him to First Divi- 
sion Everton, his boy- 
hood favorite, which ap- 
peared to be on the verge 
of producing a side 
capable of contesting 
major honors for many 
years to come.

Numerous attempts to 
regain fitness failed and 
reluctantly Everton 
placed him on the free 
transfer list, where he 
remained for more than 
a year before returning 
to Wrexham. 


Engaged on a month- 
to-month basis, a change 
of club unfortunately did 
not bring a change of 
luck and further at- 
tempts at a comeback 
proved futile. 


Sadly Smallman 
bowed out of English 
League soccer in Janu- 
ary, 1981, after claiming 
43 goals in 122 appear- 
ances, a striking rate of 
over a goal per three 
matches.

Look at him, he’s a 
harmless, cuddly little thing 
isn't he?"’ 

Bobby Moore added: ‘‘When 
I look at him, I can’t see any- 
thing bad at all." 

Criticism of Bulldog Bobby 
has been wide-ranging with 
Sports Minister Neil MacFar- 
Jane condemning him as an 
‘inane animal”’ which could in- 
crease the danger of ‘Brit 
bashing”’ during the World Cup 
in Spain this summer. 

Earlier this month, in a 
High Court case which banned 
the unauthorised use of the 
emblem on a product, Mr Just- 
ice Walton said he thought 
Bulldog Bobby looked like 
“Dracula on the Chelsea Ter- 
races”.

SPAIN’S MORE 
PLEASANT 


Watching a soccer match in England Is vastly different 
to watching one in Spain, concluded Paul Gardner, the 
English soccer journalist now resident in America. Gard- 
ner spoke of the differences on BBC radio recently while 


on a visit to Europe. 


Gardner told of how he had been to a First Division match in 
London and of how it had been difficult not to feel the tension in 
the crowd, a tension due not to the game but due to an everpresent 
sense of latent violence. Every now and then a spectator would 
fall foul of the law and be dragged off by the constabulary. 

Leaving the ground afterwards was a bit of an ordeal too as 
there was considerable rowdiness and a number of arrests. 

Madrid provided a complete contrast. Gardner attended a Real 
Madrid home game and it was like attending a carnival. Outside 
the ground a market was in progress, with lots of people strolling 
leisurely amongst the stalls, rides and other entertainments. 

As the teams came onto the field, the Real Madrid players 
kicked 20 new leather Adidas ‘Tango’ balls into the crowd. An old 
man, Standing near Garnder, caught one and held it triumphantly 
aloft to the cheers of the spectators around him, Can you ima- 
gine that happening at an English ground? Gardner couldn’t. - 

Real Madrid won the match to cap off an exciting, pleasant, 
trouble-free day for Gardner. One thing he did notice, however, 
was a distinct lack of young people at the game. There was a far 
greater proportion of young people among the spectators at the 
London game. Ticket prices are high in Spain, especially for im- 
portant matches, and many youngsters prefer to spend their 


money on other pursuits. This is not a good si 


for Spanish soc- 


cer. But, then, tne World Cup might change ali that!

Argentine football 
was feared for the ‘dirty tricks’ legacy from 
clubs such as Estudiantes de la Plata, World 
Club Cup-winners in 1968. Now, as Menotti 
prepares to call ita day Argentine football is 
once more feared — but this time for the bril- 
liant skills and devastating finishing power 
demonstrated by Menotti’s star pupils, Diego 
Maradona, Mario Kempes, Osvaldo Ardilés 
and Ramon Diaz. 

He says: ‘The probelm with Argentine foot- 
ball was that for many years it existed in total 
confusion. After a lot of defeats and setbacks 


people became more concerned trying to copy 
other styles than get back to our own. 

“A German team can’t play like a Spanish 
team, or vice versa. Every nation’s football 
has different characteristics. If 1 have 
achieved anything, it is in giving Argentine 
football faith in itself, in our own style of play. 

“Obviously I have tried to incorporate ideas 
from European football — but only those 
things which do not conflict with the basic Ar- 
gentine style. 

“You can’t ask players to do something 
they’re not born to. You couldn't ask Sinatra 
to sing a tango better than Gardel, any more 
than you would have asked Gardel to sing 
Strangers in the Night better than Sinatra.

Women’s soccer with 
POPPY ATHANASIADIS 


Money, Money, Money, it’s a rich man’s world! 
1982 will be a year of struggle for most teams in the Victorian 
Women’s Soccer Association as well as for the Association itself. 

Women’s Soccer will face enormous expenses, especially as 
the Australian Championships will be held in Brisbane. 

Every year the Association is confronted by lack of finances 
but in 1982 it will be hit harder than in any other year. 

How does an Association send 16 players, a coach, a manage- 
ress and doctor to Brisbane when a return air fare alone costs 
$400? 

The question to ask is how can the VWSA manage? 

There is no income in women’s soccer, therefore every year 
financial problems hit hard. So far these blems have been 
overcome but the VWSA continually finds itself in a do or die 
economic situation. 

The struggle has become so intense that if it wasn’t for the 
dedication and devotion and of the girls then this international 
sport probably wouldn’t exist in Victoria. 

Every year, the Association loses clubs through lack of fi- 
nances. Instead of the VWSA expanding, it finds itself struggling 
for stability. 

For a player to travel interstate her expenses will include ac- 
commodation, and spending money. Usually the air fare is paid 
by the VWSA. As far as sponsorship goes, for the past two years 
Adidas and an engineering company have sponsored the state 
team with tracksuits and travel tags but one wonders how long we 
can rely upon the generosity of our sponsors. 

Even though many teams have senior team backing, their help, 
financially, is almost non-existent. All the women’s teams are 
independent so it is the players who finance just about everything. 
An example of such expenses include soccer shorts, socks, jer- 
seys, boots, physiotherapy treatment and referees. 

Of course, when a team possesses a lot of youngsters the situ- 
ation becomes worse. How can students cope with such costs? 

A lot of time and effort is put in by the clubs to finance the state 
team but each club must first look after its own financial situ- 
ation. 

The players that are selected to represent Victoria raise money 
by organizing several functions to overcome expenses. Variety 
nights, discos, walkathons, trash and treasure stalls are common. 

Everyone involved in women’s soccer must realize how crucial 
1982 will be. 

The players and the VWSA must prove that they can meet their 
financial situation head-on and come out on top. 


Kalinchev is back 


John Kalinchev is back as a junior coach with PSL giant Pre- 
ston Makedonia and is looking for a repeat of his past success 
with the Preston lads. 

Kalinchev coached Makedonia’s under-l4s and under-l6s in 
1977, both outfits winning their respective league championships. 
The under-l4s were unbeaten that year while the under-l6s also 
won the JLMC Cup, beating Sunshine 2-1 in the final.

months ago. 


After all, Uruguay, Mexico, 
Wales, Portugal, Holland and 
the like will not be in Spain, 
yet we have Cameroon in the 
finals. 

Australian soccer fans are 
among the few in the world 
who know better than instantly 
to dismiss this budding soccer 
power from consid- 
eration. All of us recall the 
magnificent, spectacular 
efforts of Cameroon's youth 
squad at last October’s World 
Championships, where they 
quickly became the outright 
favourites of the crowds in 
every game they played, gave 
England a hell of a scare, had 
victory snatched from them by 
a ludicrous refereeing decision 
in the match against the young 
Socceroos and pushed the Ar- 
gentinians to the limits of their 
abilities. 

It's more ignorance than 
objective examination of facts 
which causes the disparaging 
opinions voiced about the 
Cameroons 

Take their record, for in- 
stance. 

Camerooni clubs have won 
the African Champions’ Cup in 
1965, 1971, 1978, 1979 and 1980. 
In the African version of the 
Cup Winners’ Cup their clubs 
won the finals in 1975, 1979 and 
198). 

In the recent World Cup eli- 
Minations Cameroon, pre- 
viously famed as an exporter 
of bananas, cocoa, cotton, 
ivory and marvellously talent- 
ed footballers, finally made its 
mark as a national team, 
sweeping aside challengers 
with a spectacular, and at the 
same time tough and fighting 
style of soccer. Perhaps the 
team’s emblem of a lion's 
head should tell potential oppo- 
nents something about them.
